GENERAL WHITE'S REPORT. 


London, Oct. 31.—The following is 


the text of General White's dispatch 
to the war office: 


"Ladysmith, Oct. 30.—10:35 p. m. 


—I have to report a disaster to the 
column sent by me to take a position 
on a hill to guard the left flank of 
the troops. 
In these operations to- 


day the Royal Irish fusileers, No. 10 
mountain battery and the Gloucester- 
shire regiment were surrounded in 
the hills, and after losing heavily, 
bad to capitulate. 


"The casualties have not yet been 


ascertained. 


"A man of the fusileers, employed 


as a hospital orderly, came in under 
a flag of truce with a letter from the 
survivors of the column, who asked 
for assistance to bury the dead. 


"I fear there is no doubt of the 


truth of the report. 


"I formed a plan, in the carrying 


out of which the disaster occurred, 
and I am alone responsible for the 
plan. 
There is no blame whatever 


to the troops, as the position was un- 
tenable."

A STAGGERING BLOW. 


London, Oct. 31.—While minor re- 


verses were not wholly unexpected, 
nothing like the staggering 
blow 


General Joubert delivered to General 
White's forces was anticipated. The 
full extent of the disaster is not yet 
acknowledged, if it is known, at the 
war office. The loss in effect must be 
most appalling to a general who is 
practically surrounded. 


Two of the finest British regiments 


nnd a mule battery taken from Lady- 


> smith garrison weakens it about a 


fifth of its total strength and alters 
the whole situation very materially 
in favor of the Boers, who have again 
shown themselves stern fighters and 
military strategists of no mean kind. 


The disaster cost the British from 


1,000 to 2,000 men and six seven- 
pound screw guns, and, as the Boer 
artillery is already stronger than 
imagined, the capture of these guns 
will be a great help to the Boers. 


Further news must be awaited be- 


fore it is attempted to fix the blame 
where it belongs. 


General White manfully accepts 


all the responsibility for the disaster, 
which, apparently, was at least due 
to the stopping of the mules with 
the guns. 


From the list it will be seen that

The interest in the news will be 


vniversal, pervading all classes and 
conditions

London's populace. 


The newspaper extras were eagerly

soms, while many of the humbler 
class of people were on

waiting and watching for the names 
they held dear. 


GLOOM AND SORROW. 


Never was the old saw, "Bad news 


travels quickly," better exemplified 
here than today. 
By noon gloom 


and bitter sorrow prevailed through- 
out the British metropolis. 
At the 


government offices no 
effort 
was 


made to conceal the feeling of dis- 
nny prevailing. 


One official said to a representative 


of the Associated Press: 


"It is inexplicable and I am sorry 


to say that its moral effect is in- 
estimable. We have lost heavily in 
many wars and have regiments al- 
most wiped out, but to have 
regi- 


ments captured, and by the Boers, 
it is terrible!" 


An official of the war office said to 


a representative of the 
Associated 


Press: 


"The disaster is more likely due to 


the ciaze of our younger officers to 
distinguish themselves, obtain men- 
tion in the dicpatches and earn ths 
Victoria cross than to the fault of 
that splendid Indian veteran, Gen- 
eral White, in spite of his avowal." 


As the day wore on the crowd 


around the war office swelled to enor- 
mous pioportions and at Gloucester, 
the home of many of those engaged, 
the wildest excitement prevailed. 


The special editions of the local 


newspapers were speedily exhaustscl 
and the same thing occuired at Bris- 
tol find other towns in that county. 


Coming so soon after the engage- 


ment 
at 
Reitfontein, 
where the 


C-loucestershires 
suffered 
heavily, 


it brought the keenest 
sorrow to 


households all over the county whose 
name the regiment bears. 


The disaster had an immediate ef- 


fect upon the stock exchange here, 
where consuls fell \&. South African 
securities dropped heavily, rand lines 
falling •S points. Rio Tinto fell %. 


NEWSPAPER COMMENT. 


The afternoon newspapers 
made 


only brief editorial comments on the 
news from Ladysmith, 
but 
their 


headlines voiced the feelings of gen- 
eral sorrow. The tone of the editor- 
ials can be summed up in the follow- 
ing statement of the St. James Ga- 
zette: 


"It is evident that the patriotism 


andfortitude of the nation are to be 
tested in real earnest by these opera- 
tions of ours in Natal against great 
odds. General White has a difficult 
task set him and we must take the 
disaster with the dogged 
coolness 


which Britons know how to display. 
We shall await the final result with- 
out apprehension." 


The Globe calls -ipon the British 


empire to receive this "bitter and un- 
palatable dispatch with the spirit of 
a great nation that relies upon its in- 
vincible reserves of strength."

BIG FIRE AT SING SING. 


New York, Oct. 31.—The new ad- 


ministration building at Sing Sing 
prison, built by convict labor under 
Warden Sage and considered to have 
been one of the handsomest struc- 
tures of the kind in the country, was 
half destroyed by fire by dawn today. 
The loss is about $50,000, uninsured. 
The fire started at 2:30 a. m. in the 
bakery and kitchen. 
The bakery is 


close to the administration building, 
a brick structure 600 feet long and 
four stories high. The first floor is 
used PI a mess room. 
The second 


floor was principally used for a Pro- 
testant and Roman Catholic chapel. 
The top floor was the prison hospital. 
Twenty-eight patients were in the 
hospital when the fire broke out. 
They were all quickly moved out 
without 
disorder to the 
hospital 


building and temporarily provided 
for there. The fire obtained headway 
in the administration building and 
before the fire apparatus of Sing Sing 
and nearby towns could be brought 
into action, and was only brought 
under control after a hard four-hours 
fight. 
The roof of the administra- 


tion building fell in. 
The cause of 


the fire is unexplained.

How Uncle Sam 
And Jcko Cut! 


Are Striving to Boild 


The Cest Naval 


Figbllo? Machines. 


BY LIEUTENANT H. R. GAHAN. 


III spite of the very cordial official re- 


lations now existing between Tm-lo 
Sam and Johu Bufl, the rivalry be- 
tween their respective naval establish- 
ments is just as sharp as ever. 


The splendid rworU made by our 


navy in the Spanish war and the im- 
petus given to the building of a uewer 
nml greater ua\y as a consequence 
have alarmed the British admiralty. 
The English see that if Britain is to 
continue to rule the wine they nni^t 
keep pace with us or we shall forge to 
the fi'out. 
_The most interesting comparison is 
to be made by putting the 'Kearsarge, 
our newest battleship, side by side 
with the best that England can show. 
The mightiest of England's battleships 
do not excel the ship which we hare

built to replace the gallant old craft 
that laid her bones ou Honcador five 
years ago. 


It is a .significant fact, too, that Eng- 


land has just laid down the keels of 
some new battleships which are in- 
tended to be a match not only for the 
Krarsargc, but for the Maine and Mis- 
souri, which aro now in course of con- 
struction in American shipyards. 


England has just discovered that -*he 


has been making a mistake in the c-on- 
slructiou of her biggest battleships. 
They draw too much water. Some (if 
them require 'M feet. American bui'il- 
crs have avoided this mistake. 
Tin- 


new Kearsarge draws but 2'A feet (i 
inches, and the Maine and Missouri 
will have a like draft. The new Brit- 
ish battleships will bo built with a 
view of decreasing the draft without 
diminishing the amount of armor or 
armament. 


The new batch of battleships which 


England is about to build as an offset 
to the Kearsarge, Maine and Missouri 
will be designed to carry the heaviest 
armor and the biggest guns ou the 
lightest possible draft. 


The enormous draft of the majority 


of England's war vessels precludes to 
a great extent the Uie of those ships lu 
American waters. With the exception 
of three or four ports ou the Atlantic 
coast—and then only at high water— 
and two ports on the Pacific coast, 
England's le\iathans are effectually 
barred from entering United States 
waters. 


The British admiralty official* now 


claim that their new battleships will 
draw less water than any similar ships 
afloat, and that in point of speed and 
battery power the new craft will excel 
any vessels in existence or in process 
of construction anywhere. 


In the new British battleship the de- 


signs, it is said, first call for a hull 
proper with very pronounced sloping 
sides. Around this hull will be placed 


standard rules, though with 'perhaps 
more slop* to the sides than would be 
the case were no outeldc hull provided. 
The steadiness of the ship has been 
increased by building a jog in the un- 
derwater hull on each side, which 
serves the same purpose as bilge keels. 
A bilge keel, it should be known, acts 
as a steadying power much the same 
as a balance pole does for the tight 
rope walker. 


In adopting the "break in the hull'' 


feature the. English designers have ap- 
propriated an essentially American 
idea. It was Ericsson, the Inventor of 
the Monitor, who originally incorpo- 
rated a projecting overhang to a hull in 
order to secure greater righting quali- 
ties. 


Additional data regarding the new 


British battleships give the length of 
each craft as 1:13 feet, beam S5 feet and 
draft 2'J feet. The displacement will 
be about lli.ooo tons. The engines, it 
is said, will develop about 18,000 horse- 
power. 


The reported horsepower develop- 


ment planned for the new British ships 
is a great advance on the power gener- 
ally planned for battleships. The en- 
gines of the new Maine are calculated 
to develop in.(KK) horsepower, (,r (>,(>'M) 
horsepower more than the engines of 
the Indiana, Massachusetts and Ore- 
gon type ships. 


The eofi'crdam arrangement 'of the 


new British ships, it is understood, 
w ill be constructed with special refer- 
ence to strength. The armor will be 
placed on the outer skin, and this when 
backed at the water line vicinity with 
corn pith serves to close any opening 
occasioned by the entrance of a shot. 
This is effected through the medium 
of the expansive properties of the corn 
pith matter when brought in contact 
nith water. 


Although these battleships will be 


larger than the Kearsarge, they will 
not have all the points of advantage. 
The Kearsarge is ,'JOS feet long and lias 
a beam of 7:2 feet. She has some big 
barkers, however. In the forward and

In addition to the armor belts, cof- 


ferdams filled with compressed lire- 
proofed American com pith cellulose 
have been worked the entire length of 
the vessel In the region of the water 
line. 


As to speed, the Kearsarge has just 


shown what she can do under medium 
forced draft.' It Is said that the new 
English battleships are expected to 
show a speed of nearly 10 knots. It 
must be remembered, however, (hat 
England and all other foreign naval 
powers make the speed tests of new 
warships under full forced draft and 
the most favorable conditions. 


On paper our battleships may seem 


slower than those of England. 
The 


Oregon was supposed to be several 
knots slower than the ships of Cerve.- 
ra's squadron, yet the Spanish ships 
were readily overhauled in that mem- 
orable race out of Santiago harbor.

out ten tons of ore at each lift.

clam-shell is attached to a revolving 
lending leg. The bucket is lowered 
part way into the vessel's hold. The 
•clam-shell' is then opened and it is 
lowered again until it cornea into 
contact with the ore. When it opens 
it has a spread of about nineteen feet. 
The bucket is closed by hydraulic 
powei and thus grasps ten tons of 
ore. 
The queer shaped 
bucket 
is 


then raised again, opens and the ore 
is dropped either into cars standing 
upon the dock tracks or into a trolley 
car which will convey it to the dock 
piles. 
The machine is so arranged 


that the bucket can be swung around 
lengthwise of the boat, in which case 
it reaches about nine feet from the 
edge of the hatch in either direction, 
and will take out from 90 to 05 per 
cent of the ore cargo. The balance of 
the ore is shoveled by hand within 
reach of the scoop and taken out by 
the same method.''

A MOGUL'S FAST RUN. 


In designing the mogul

I his workshop, and he has demon- 
strated that he can lower the temper- 
ature to an almost unbearable degree 
in a few moments. The machine has, 
so far, cost him $1,500, and he says 
it will easily run a 2,500-horse pow- 
er marine engine.

Reverse, Taking Two Thousand 


Prisoners of War. 


GLOOMS REIGNS IN GREA1 BRITAIN. 


London, Oct. 31.—The war 
office 


has received a dispatch from General 
White, 
commanding the 
British 


forces at Ladysmith, reporting that 
the Boyal Irish fusileers. No. 10 
mountain battery and the Gloucester- 
shire regiment were surrounded in 
the liljls by the Boers and, after los- 
ing heevily, were obliged to capitu- 
late. 


Geneial White adds that the casu- 


alties have not yet been ascertained. 


GENERAL WHITE'S BEPOBT. 


London, Oct. 31.—The following is 


the text of General White's dispatch 
to the war office: 


"Ladysmith, Oct. 30.—10:35 p. m. 


—I have to report a disaster to the 
column sent by me to take a position 
on u hill to guard the left flank of 
the troops. In these operations to- 
day the Boyal Irish fusileers, No. 10 
mountain battery and the Gloucester- 
shire regiment were surrounded in 
the hills, and after losing heavily, 
bad to capitulate. 


"The casualties have not yet been 


ascertained. 


"A man of the fusileers, employed 


as a hospital orderly, came in under 
a flag of truce with a letter from the 
survivors of the column, who -asked 
for assistance to bury the dead. 


"I fear there is no doubt of the 


truth of the report. 


"I formed a plan, in the carrying 


out of which the disaster occurred, 
and X am alone responsible for the 
plan. ' There is no blame whatever 
to the troops, as the position was un- 
tenable."

The balance of 
the ore is shoveled by hand within 
reach of the scoop and taken out by 
the same method/'

ever inventad, because, when once it 
IBS been fed with enough ice to start 
it, it makes its own ice afterward in- 
definitely. He says it has nothing to 
do with the liquid air with which ex- 
periments have been conducted late- 
ly, but it is an original discovery 
that will revolutionize the steamship 
and railroad train of today.

a working model of the invention at 
his workshop, and he has demon- 
strated that he can lower the temper- 
ature to an almost unbearable degree 
in a few moments.
